4 THINGS TO FOCUS 
ON DURING THE BULLS’ 
STAY IN LAS VEGAS

When people think about Las Vegas, basket- 
ball likely doesn’t come to mind. 

But of the NBA’s three summer leagues, 
the Vegas event is the biggest and arguably 
the best when it comes to the amount of tal- 
ent and level of competition. 

Here are the top four storylines for Bulls 
fans to watch during the team’s lo days in Sin 
City: 

Fred Heiberg’s schemes 

All NBA rookies participate in summer 
league. That includes coaches. Last summer 
Steve Kerr manned the sidelines for Golden 
State in Vegas, and this year new Bulls coach 
Hoiberg will do the same. It’ll be the first 


time fans can glimpse what the offense will 
look like next season. Tom Thibodeau, for 
as successful as he was in piling up W’s, was 
knocked for his lack of creativity on offense, 
particularly with legitimate scoring threats in 
Derrick Rose and Jimmy Butler. 

Hoiberg had a reputation at Iowa State 
for running a pro system, and during his in- 
troductory press conference, he seemed to 
already have an idea how he would use each 
player on the roster. It’ll be fun to see what 
kind of schemes he experiments with this 
summer. 

Bobby Portis’ versatility 

If Bulls fans didn’t see much of Portis at Ar- 
kansas, that’s understandable. Chicago is in 
the heart of BiG country and SEC games 
don’t get much attention in the Midwest. But 
in Vegas, Portis’ versatility will be on display 

Expect him to be one of the featured play- 
ers in Hoiberg’s system this summer and 


for some of the offense to run 
through him. The 6-foot-ii for- 
ward can do a little of everything 
and will be a significant addition 
to Chicago’s big-man rotation. 

Darrell Williams’ 
second chance 

Once a star at Dunbar Academy 
on the South Side, Williams’ 
basketball journey took him to 
Oklahoma State, where he was 
charged with and convicted 
of sexual assault. However, 
his conviction was overturned 
with help from the Chicago In- 
nocence Center, and he was able 
to finish his college career at 
Texas A&M-Commerce. 

The 6-foot-8 Williams now 
has an opportunity to real- 
ize his basketball dreams 



and compete in the NBA. Playing for his 
hometown team should make things 
even sweeter. Even if he doesn’t latch on 
with Chicago, Williams might catch the 
eye of a GM or scout and add to the 
rich legacy of players from the Windy 
City in the NBA. 


Doug McDermott’S 
. recovery 

McDermott’s knee surgery kept 
him off the floor for much of his 
rookie season. By the time he was 
healthy again, Thibodeau had all but 
taken him out of the rotation. Still, 
McDermott figures to be a key con- 
tributor under fellow Iowa native Hoi- 
berg. McDermott already is a lights-out 
shooter, but it’ll be interesting to see 
what wrinkles he’s added to his game.

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CONE 

OF DESTINY

It was her birthright, a rainbow cone. Genera- 
tions of the Sapp family had been raised on the 
stuff, and Lynn Sapp, future third-generation 
owner of Beverly’s Original Rainbow Cone, 
should be no different. Her grandfather (and 
the founder) Joseph Sapp opened the Origi- 
nal Rainbow Cone in 1926 near the corner 
of 92nd Place and Western Avenue, serving 
multiple generations of Chicagoans a curi- 
ous combo of five flat slices— not scoops— of 
chocolate, strawberry. Palmer House (vanilla 
studded with walnuts and cherries) and pis- 
tachio ice cream and orange cream sherbet 
combined in to a rainbow of layers smushed 
on top of a wafer-style ice cream cone. 

But Lynn ignored the famous cone for six 
years. Her grandfather tried mightily to get 
her to claim her birthright as a child. He cut 
cones in half and tried to feed them to her 
dolls. But Lynn would have none of it. She only 
wanted a chocolate cone. “That had to kill the 
poor man {that his granddaughter wouldn’t 
try it],” she said. Though Lynn wouldn’t try 
the cone, it already had become a South Side 
sensation, a Chicago culinary tradition along- 
side getting a burger at Top Notch, a slice at 
Vito & Nick’s or an Italian beef at AI’s. 

It wasn’t always that way Before he opened 
his stand, Joseph was an orphan and lived on 
a work farm, an early form of foster care. The 
few pennies he had, he spent on ice cream. 
One of his early discoveries was that mixing 
chocolate and vanilla made the cone better. 
When he launched Rainbow Cone in 1926, 
he combined not two flavors, but five. Rain- 
bow Cone was founded during the Depres- 
sion, when a full meal cost 10 cents. He sold 
his inventive cone for 13 cents, or two for 
25 cents (today, they range from $3.39 for a 
small to $4.99 for a large). The Palmer House 
flavor (named not after Potter Palmer’s fa- 
mous hotel in the Loop, but after a place he 
knew as a child in New York) was created be- 
cause Joseph felt the fruits and nuts in the va- 
nilla blend added a heartiness to the mix and 
created more value for someone who might 
otherwise spend their money on a meal. 

Sundays became the busiest days, because 
families visiting nearby cemeteries on iiith 
Street would stop by on their way home for a 
cone. During World War II, Joseph installed a

short wave radio and Rainbow Cone became 
a community gathering place where people 
could listen to the news and share informa- 
tion about their loved ones fighting abroad. 

The original Rainbow Cone was a tiny 
stand located on a part of Western Avenue 
that was still unpaved dirt road. L3mn’s father 
Robert built the pink stucco building that she 
operates out of today across from the original 
stand in the ’70s. “My father went to Florida 
and saw stucco, which wasn’t familiar in Chi- 


cago. He liked the swirls and the texture and 
thought it looked like ice cream, which is why 
he chose that style,” she said. 

Lynn worked in the business as a child. 
“I was in the back when I was 2 years old,” 
she said. “When I was a teenager, we wore 
white dresses as a uniform. Now I design the 
T-shirts the employees wear, because they 
wouldn’t ever wear a dress,” she added. 

She took over the business fully in 1986 
and spread Rainbow Cone’s stellar reputation

beyond the Beverly neighborhood by oper- 
ating a kiosk at the Taste of Chicago for the 
past 28 years, a tradition she’s taking a break 
from in 2015. “I love the Taste, but it takes a 
lot of planning. We have to start in February 
to make the portion cups and get enough ice 
cream made,” she said. “We’re taking a step 
back this year and directing our attentions on 
growing the business in other ways. My big- 
gest goal is to be open for the looth year an- 
niversary We’re almost there.” 

Another of Lynn’s inventions was a rain- 
bow cone cake featuring a single layer cake 
topped with all five ice creams and frosting. 
‘A lot of my friends were getting married and 
I couldn’t afford gifts, so I taught myself to 
make a cake and gave that instead.” Maybe 
the most important change for her happened 
when she was six years old: She finally gave in 
to her grandfather and exchanged her favorite 
chocolate cone for the rainbow cone. “I loved 
it. After that, I alternated between that and 
chocolate,” she said. “Now, I’m not supposed 
to have ice cream. My cholesterol is a little 
high, but those cones are like crack cocaine. 
I can’t stay away”

Ryan Reynolds in ‘Self/less’ 


Elegantly goofy 


Less than three 
months after Blake 
Lively starred in an 
absurd, annoying 
movie about eternal 
youth, her husband, 
Ryan Reynolds, 
gets his turn in 
an effort that’s 
silly but far more 
palatable — featuring 
a performance that 
makes the story 
better, not worse. 

Tasked with the difficult role of coming 
off as an everyman, a rich older man and 
an athletic action hero, Reynolds plays 
Damian— well, at least he’s the body into 
which the consciousness of the actual 
Damian (Ben Kingsley) arrives after an 
experimental procedure and a $250 million 
check paid to Dr. Albright (Matthew Goode 
of “The Good Wife” and “The Imitation 
Game”). The idea is to give the world’s 
greatest minds more time to thrive even 
after their bodies have failed them, though 
Damian’s return to being a younger man 
leads less to a revitalized passion for his 
work as a New York developer and more to 
a rotating assortment of hotties and sports 
in New Orleans with his new bestie Anton 
(Reynolds’ “Definitely, Maybe” co-star Derek 
Luke, who needs to get starring roles again. 


please). 

Aside from the fact thatTarsem Singh’s 
last movie was called “Immortals” and 
“Self/less” deals with immortality, you’d 
never think the latter movie came from the 
same filmmaker (“The Cell,” “The Fall”) as 
the former. I sort of mean that in a good 
way Though its pacing stops and starts at 
random, “Self/less” finds Singh less showy and 
more attentive, providing well-edited and 
well-shot action and prioritizing character 
over pizzazz. Reynolds, who does career-best 
work in the upcoming “Mississippi Grind,” 
here shows how he continues to mature 
into an actor of substance, not snark, while 
nicely incorporating some of Kingsley’s vocal 
mannerisms. 

Of coinse, “SelfAess” is never as mind- 
blowing or original as it wants to be, coming 
off like a mash-up of “The Box,” “The Game,” 
“Ex Machina” and, I guess, Reynolds’ “The 
Change-Up,” except this isn’t a comedy 
and the body-switching is a one-way street. 
Damian’s investigation into his hallucinations 
happens far too easily and the newfound 
abilities he discovers in his new body seem like 
a frustratingly mandatory method of turning a 
heady sci-fi piece into an action flick. 

But once you’re done grumbling about all 
that, there’s something to appreciate about 
recognizing the inherent self-interest of 
indefinite mental perpetuation and the time 
wasted when wishing there was more time.

worldwide phenomenon. I mean, the first 
song is called “Rehab,” and as shown in the 
troubhng documentary ‘Amy” a key line 
from the ubiquitous single is, “I ain’t got the 
time, and if my daddy thinks I’m fine ...” 

If there’s a villain in the film, well, it’s 
probably her husband, Blake Fielder- Civil— 
or is it just Blake Fielder, as he’s identified 
in the movie? I don’t know — who comes 
off as a talentless, enabling doofus who may 
have made Winehouse happy at times but 
proved to be a devastating influence on the 
jazz/soul singer, who died in 2011 to join the 
disturbingly long list of musical icons dead 
at 27. But villain No. 2 is Mitch Winehouse 


(who has expressed his objection to how 
he is portrayed in the film), who appar- 
ently didn’t do much when his eventual star 
daughter was a child and, when she got older, 
seemed to prioritize her tour schedule and 
his own enjoyment over the problems faced 
by an alcohoHc, bulimic drug addict who 
happened to be his child. Her daddy, unlike 
many others around her, did think she was 
fine. She wasn’t. 

The treatment of the singer as her fame 
grew is a reminder of how much people 
love a pop-culture trainwreck— a real case 
of a person out of control, that is, not just 
in a comedy like “Trainwreck.” As tabloids 
filled with stories of Winehouse’s addiction 
problems, she became a late-night punchline 
and remained a hot concert ticket despite 
her inability to perform professionally What 
‘Amy” directed by Asif Kapadia of the un- 
justly Sundance-winning “Senna,” does best is 
breaking down the degree to which some art- 
ists’ careers give them the kind of exposure 


that they never wanted and can’t necessarily 
handle. Winehouse even says, “I don’t think 
I could handle it” when discussing fame long 
before she’s famous. As her volatile relation- 
ship with Fielder-Civil inspired “Back to 
Black” but also contributed to crack and 
heroin abuse and alcoholism, Winehouse 
demonstrates why on some level all she ever 
wanted was to sing jazz in small clubs. 

Kapadia errs in not getting closer to the 
doomed partnership at the center of the

movie; even if Fielder-Civil is as awful as he 
seems, that’s not how Winehouse saw him, 
and ‘Amy” doesn’t get beyond a superfi- 
cial view of such an important figure in its 
subject’s hfe. Especially when it comes to 
his reappearance after breaking up with her 
and other yearslong jumps in time. But this 
doc wisely resists a revolving door of talking 
heads in favor of a boatload of instructive 
footage, telling a story whose ending was 
written tragically early.

THE 

GALLOWS 


No noose is good noose 


Please note a few un- 
expected similarities 
between “The Over- 
night,” the recent, 
entertaining comedy 
starring Adam Scott, 
Taylor Schilling and 
Jason Schwartzman, 
and “The Gallows,” a new, moronic horror 
movie whose closest thing to a recognizable 
star is the daughter of Frank and Kathie Lee 
Gifford as Busty Cheerleader No. i or some- 
thing. Both movies: 

» Feature two couples in an increasingly 
uncomfortable situation over the course 
of a night, one hinging on personal 
boundaries and the other on a head- 
smackingly stupid story about a possibly 
haunted school 

» Include a large dick, but one is Schwartz- 
man’s prosthetic appendage and the 
other is Ryan, an intolerably obnoxious 
football player forced to participate in 
theater and apparently under the im- 
pression that he’ll earn a medal if he says 
“drama nerds” in every sentence 

» Contain unexpected moments on 
camera, with Alex (Scott) posing for 
shirtless pictures for Kurt (Schwartz- 
man) in “The Overnight” and, in “The 
Gallows,” a remarkably unnecessary and 


overused found-footage concept (damn 
you, “Blair Witch Project”!) demanding 
to make a jump scare-heavy cliche-fest 
that much more irritating 

The plot involves a school for some 
reason restaging a play that resulted last 
time in a student’s accidental death, which 
is only slightly more convincing than inves- 
tors ponying up for the park in “Jurassic 
World.” The main characters, who break 
into the theater the night before the show 
for thinly conceived purposes, all have the 
same first name as the actor playing them 
so no one will be challenged with something 
as difficult as responding to a new name. 

(To clarify, Pfeifer is a first name, not a 
last name, which isn’t totally obvious while 
watching.) In fact, according to IMDB, 
Ryan Shoos plays Ryan Shoos, which unfor- 
tunately suggests that he really behaves like 
the cruel buffoon that he is in the film. This 
is the kind of character you don’t want to 
survive, and, well, maybe movies don’t stoke 
bloodlust toward kids, ay? 

Wait, why am I even using complete 
sentences here? Writers-directors Travis 
Cluff and Chris Lofing put in minimal effort, 
so I will too. Scared teenagers. Darkness. TV 
static. Silence. Loud noises. Creepy mask. 
Total idiots. 'You get it. Vm’ve seen it.

Gets lost in the silence 


What a remarkable 
concept for a movie: 
A drama starring sev- 
eral first-time actors 
who are deaf, set at a 
boarding school for 
people who are deaf, 
featuring no subtitles 
or voiceover so viewers can live in the same 
silent world as the characters. 

But wait a second. For the characters 
communicating with each other, the world 
has plenty of soundless words. Just because 
we don’t know what they’re saying doesn’t 
mean that nothing is being said. And existing 
entirely in this movie’s world, in which every- 
one knows sign language, sort of (completely) 
diminishes what might have been a look at 
the challenges experienced by people who 
are deaf in a world full of people who aren’t. 

Also, there’s the whole thing about the 
movie being a strange, surprisingly violent 
crime saga that’s like a low-level Tarantino 
knockoff, with echoes of the immensely 
better “A Prophet.” A new student (Grigoriy 
Fesenko) arrives at school, his limp body lan- 
guage reinforcing an appearance that already 
resembles Michael Cera. He sits down with a 


student with developmental disabilities, who 
bullies him. Then the new student is saved 
by one of the leaders of the school’s posse 
of tough guys and is progressively brought 
into a culture of stealing and even prostitu- 
tion, the guys serving as pimps for a couple 
of female classmates who service truckers in 
their vehicles. (Of course the new guy falls 
for one of the girls, who’s sort of seeing one 
of the gang’s top dudes.) For viewers who 
don’t know sign language, certain gestures 
are understandable, and there’s no mistaking 
a lot of the action here. 

Still, the Ukrainian “The Tribe” winds up 
feeling like a gimmick, artificial and alarmist 
instead of authentic and revealing. Writer-di- 
rector Miroslav Slaboshpitsky achieves a few 
startling moments, such as a young man who 
cannot speak getting run over by a truck, 
unable to scream— and, in an abortion scene 
that’s pretty difficult to watch, a character’s 
loud cry piercing the movie’s near-silence, 
soundtracked mostly by footsteps and traffic. 
It’s hard not to wish the 130 -minute movie 
seemed interested in more of these lasting 
images, rather than just proving that any 
community can have a bunch of rough, vio- 
lent people you’re better off avoiding.
